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HIGH SCHOOL SCIENCE 
PROGRAM ON ASTRONOMY 


After two years of waiting, the 
science students of Wilmington 
High School were rewarded by an 
excellent lecture on astronomy by 
Father Martin McCarthy, an as~ 
sistant at the Vatican Observatory 
in Rome, 

Father McCarthy, a native of 
Lowell and a brother of Miss Alice 


is sought as a lecturer and schools 
and colleges and as an advisor by 
observatories throughout the 
world. 

He commented on the Vatican 
Observatory location and estab- 
Hshment; it is built on the ruins 
of Pompeii and was established 
by Papal Order to straighten out 


the ‘confusing Julian calendar, 
which followed the calendar es- 
tablished by Julius Caesar, As a 
result, we have the Gregorian 
Calendar, which is in use today, 

His slides, many of which were 
in color, showed the structure of 
telescopes, nebulae, galaxies, lu- 
minous masses of hydrogen gas 
below the ‘belt’ of Orion, Mount 
Wilson and Mount Palomar, 

He pointed out that if one.could 
travel at the speed of one light 
year on a moonbeam it would re~ 
quire 1 1/2 minutes to reach the’ 
moon, 8 minutes to reach the sun, 
12 to 15 minutes to Plutoandthree 
years to get to Antares, 

Dr Farello, head of the Science 
Department feels this lecture was 
well worth the wait. Father McCar- 
thy was so impressed with his 
audience-and vice versa-that he 
promised to return in a fewyears,
